CRIMINAL COURT 
ACTION. 

Whether our Criminal court judges are indis- 
posed to display as much zeal as their tasks seem 
to require or the dockets have become crowded 
beyond the judges’ strength ought to be developed 


_ Speedily and thoroughly. 


Chief Justice: Crowe has made a plea for more 
judges, pointing out that the burdened calendars 
have grown out of all proportion to the capacity 
of the present criminal bench. He has gone into 
some detail to support his contention, a presenta 
tion of statistics which, even if it should be shown to 
have no special bearing on the requirements of the 
court, ought to cause the citizens of Chicago a 
great deal of alarm. It is shown that hundreds of 
criminals are at large on bail, held for trials most 
likely to end in dismissals, and otherwise existing 
as a menace to life and property while sneering 
at the insufficiency of the law. 

Judge Crowe’s colleagues on the civil bench 


re unwilling to accept his statement that the 


criminal bench is overburdened with work. Re- 
ducing their analysis to short and ugly terms, we 
find that they are disposed to think the Criminal 
court judges lazy and inefficient. 

We suppose this intimation is likely to cause 

acrimonious dispute. But if it is well founded the 
charges cannot be alred too soon. For if Chicago 
‘is at the mercy of gunmen, pickpockets, robbers, 
and thieves, while at the same time we are in- 
formed that the criminal dockets are clogged with 
‘untried cases, there obviously is a glaring discrep- 
ancy which should promptly be corrected. 
It the judges of the Criminal court are lacking 
in zeal, the people should know. If they are over- 
‘worked, the people should know. In either ex- 
tremity the people are the sufferers. Much has 
deen said about the causes ef crime in Chicago. 
if the courts are to blame, either through the in- 
difference of the judges or the failure of the voters 
do give them help, there must be a remedy. : 

It the Judges are inefficient, it should be the busl- 
ness of the voters to replace them with efficient 
Judges. If they are overworked, they should have 
help. The civil judges have offered to send a sub- 
stitute for any overworked judge of the criminal 


‘bench. We should say that several such substi- 


tutes ought to be welcomed by Judge Crewe. He 
could then demonstrate the soundness or unsound- 
ness of his position. If he is frankly alarmed 
about the clogged dockets, he will accept the invita- 
tion as an opportunity to prove his case and to 
gain support for his plea for help.
